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WINTER 


We have now reached the middle of 
our winter. The next two months are 
usually the most severe of the year. 
Whenever the climate of Western Ca- 
nada is discussed, it is customary to 
hear it said: “It is a fine climate if 
the winter was not so Jong and 
severe.” In the course of the very 
cold spells that come from time to 


time, lamentations are uttered over 
the hardship of having to live in such 
a country, and people complain that 
each winter seems to take more out 
of them and to be harder to face. 

* It is undoubtedly true that we have 
often a severe winter, although this 
winter has been comparatively mild. 
No amount of cloudless sunshine in 
the daytime can do away with the 
stern fact of hard biting frost, 30 
below zero or more. The cold is a 
stern and merciless foe, in face of 
which it is impossible to be careless 
or negligent of precautions. What 
the enemy across the frontier is tu 
many nations of Europe or Asia, that 
the winter is to Canada. Its menace 
is never far distant and can never be 
ignored. 

Yet, like most things in this world, 
the winter has its good side, und that 
not merely in its more apparent as- 
pects of bright sunshing and Keen bra- 
cing air, though these undoubtedly 
have a beneficial effect on our energy 
and cheerfulness. Our winter saves 
us from certain difficulties which 
other countries of more temperate 
climate have to face. For one thing 
it is dlmost certainly due to the win- 
ter that we shall probably never have 
a negro problem in Canada. The 
negro is naturally averse to cold, nat- 
urally fond of hot sunshine. Though 
there are many negroes in Canada, yet 
they do not tend to increase much in 
numbers or to form solid blocks of 
population as in the States. Anyone 
who has studied recent works on the 
negro problem in the States knows 
how difficult and sinister a question it 
is, and how much cause for thankful- 
ness we ‘have that it is absent from 
Canada. The same remark applies 
to.the Asiatic questions which are so 
disturbing to the Western States and 
to British Columbia. It is unlikely 
that these will become acute east of 
the Rockies for an indefinite time. 
Thanks to our winter, the Canadian 
population is likely to be recruited, so 
far as immigration is concerned, 
mainly from the Northern races of 
Europe, which appear to be hardier, 
more law-abiding, and more akin to 
one another than the southern Euro- 
pean races, of which the States has a 
somewhat embarrassing ‘multitude, 
with a fondness for secret and law- 
Jess societies of the Black Hand 
order, and for such little eccentrici- 
ties-as the use of the knife in every- 
day disputes which we can well do 
without in Canada. 

Then we can thank the winter for 
our freedom from many pests of 
nature, such as poisonous snakes, 
scorpions, crocodiles and similar rep- 
tiles. The mosquito is almost our 
only scourge in the summer, and he 
can’ be heavily reduced in numbers 
when time and money become avail- 
able for drainage and treatment of 
the pools that are his breeding place. 

It would be possible to continue 
this subject at considerable length, 
but: perhaps sufficient has been said 
to.suggest that before we complain of 
our winter cHmate and long to flee 
to such favored spots as California or 
Florida, we should bethink us wheth- 
er'the benefits are not greater than 
the’ drawbacks.

COAL AND THE 
LABOUR QUESTION 


We had a_ conversation recently 
with a coal-miner working in one of 
the Alberta fields. He was one of 
these ardent labour union men, a high 
official] in his local branch, charged 
apparently with the duty of protect- 
ing the men's interests against the 
coal owners. As is rather common 
in such cases he could see only one 
side of the questions arising between 
the-men and the owners. The men, 
according to him, were always the in- 
nocent victims of the owners’ op 
pression, dishonesty and tyranny. 
Now, it is not necessary to argue as 
to whether his view is correct or not. 
Probably there are two sides to this 
as to most questions. In fact wha 
faceé with the suggestion that he and 
his.union were just as selfish and high- 
handed as the owners whenever they 
got the chance of being so, this 
worthy candidly admitted that the 
whole business was a fight from 
start to finish, in which neither side 
paid much attention, if any, to ques- 
tions of abstract justice. It was this 
aspect of the matter that seemed to 
be of some interest to the outside pub- 
lic. 

The result of the prevailing rela- 
tions between employers and employ- 
ed-sems to be that the public who 
consume the coal have to pay the 
cost of the labour war. For instance, 
the miners’ wages still include the 
war bonus, though the war is long 
over and prices have fallen generally. 
The owners wish to stop paying this 
bonus. The men’s unions reply that 
they will not agree to its deduction 
unless the owners make a correspond- 
ing reduction in the price of coal, to 
the. public. The owners refuse to 
make such. Therefore the public 
continue to pay a war bonus in the 
price of the coal they need. Then it 
appears, that at every turn of the 
work each side has to have a repre 
sentative to check the work done and 
to watch that the other side does not 
cheat. When there is weighing, meas- 
uring, time checking to be done or 
other calculating, rival officials must 
watch each other inthe process. These 
officials must be paid by the owners 
and the unions. Their wages go on 
the price of coal to the consumer. 

Surely this is deplorable. If the 
standard of ordinary business honesty 
among us fs so low that employers 
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and ‘employed cannot trust one an]. 


other: to: deal fairly ‘at any. point’ ex- 
cept when. watched, is there yet no 


| method: of ‘preventing the overlapping 
‘| of. agency and. consequent ‘waste at 


present involved?., ‘Can they not 
agree on the. appointment of neutral 


‘| officials to do justice to the interests 


of both? Is it not possible to build’ 
up a co-operative system whereby poth

In the meantime, the public pays the 
price. 
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SPORT 


The British people has for long 
prided itself on being a sporting 
race. Sport may possibly. be defined 
as' a competition in skill and endur- 
anceentered into under approximate- 
ly equal conditions and under. certain 
rules agreed on beforehand by ‘the 
contestants. There have grown up 
‘around all kinds of sports various 
conventions implied or expressed, an 
important one of which is the ap- 
pointment of someone to decide any 
points of difference that may arise in 
the course of the competition, who is 
called a referee, umpire, or some such 
name. It has also been considered of 
the essence of sport in the best sense 
that noither competitor should endeav- 
or wilfully to evade or transgress the 
rules in order to gain an advantage 
in the competition. 

Such is the ideal, and it has been 
so generally recognized in theory that 
the adjective “sporting” as applied 
to an individual has acquired an 
honourable meaning somewhat sim- 
ilar to fairminded or impartial. 

Sometimes it seems as if we are in 
danger of losing our sense of sport in 
this good meaning. In certain games 
it has become notorious that the de- 
cision of the referee or umpire is sel- 
dom or never accepted without demur. 
This unlucky official is shouted at, 
argued with, abused and threatened 
in the hope of influencing his de- 
cisions on doubtful points. Recent 
happenings at some of our Western 
hockey matches will at once occur to 
the minds of ‘readers. Then ‘the very 
existence of the umpire has appar- 
ently led certain fellows of the baser 
sort to consider that they were en- 
titled to break any of the agreed rul- 
es of the game provided they could do 
so without being seen by the umpire 
or provided the penalty to be suffered 
for such infraction is in their opinion 
less than'the gain to be obtained from 
it. 

These are wholly discreditable feat- 
ures of the so-called sport. Surely 
it is obvious that when one man or 
one team agrees to meet another un- 
der certain settled conditions or rul- 
es, there is an implied promise that 
those conditions or rules will be ob- 
served, and that if an umpire is ap- 
pointed to settle any such difference 
of opinion as may her2s‘ly arise, ‘his 
decision will be accepted without Jues- 
tion. What is thought of a business 
man who, having made an agreem=nt, 
promptly tries to evade it by any and 
every means? Does he not at once ac- 
quire the reputation of a sharper with 
whom it is unwise to have any deal- 
ings whatever? Bxactly the same 
criterion should apply to sport of all 
kinds. If a game is to be played at 
all, it should be played with com- 
plete respect: for the rules governing 
{it and with unquestioning obedience 
to the decisions of the umpire in 
charge of the game. Spectators, as 
well as players, would do well to bear 
this in mind. The too famfHar spec- 
tacle of a mob which howls abuse and 
threats at the umpire and eggs on its 
favorite side to win by fair means or 
foul, is utterly discreditable, and any 
game in whichsucha spectacle is cus- 
tomary and is tolerated by those tak- 
fing part in it or organizing it, has 
ceased to be a sport in the true 
sense and deserves neither encourage- 
ment nor support of any kind. 

Moreover, there is a further and 
more serious aspect of this question. 
Theethics which prevail in sport of 
all kinds are usually the same as those 
prevailing in other activities of life, 
in business or in social and political 
life. The man who is a sharper in 
sport is usually a sharper in business 
and vice-versa. If the sporting ethics 
of a people are low or base or cruel, 
it will usually be found that the stan- 
dards of that people generally are 
equally low. The policy of win-at-all- 
costs-and-by-any-means is apt to ex- 
tend itself from the region of sport 
to other regions. It will be an ill dav 
‘for our community when that policy 
receives any general countenance 
either in admitted theory or in gener- 
al practice.

We congratulate Mr. Welliver on 
his letter, and on his expressed views 
to us that we have one of the best 
provinces to be found anywhere, and 
the Red Deer district is unsurpassed 
in this province, and his home town is 
as prosperous as any place of its size 
he ‘had seen in his six thousand mile 
journey.

eral growth and advancement of the 
town and district. 

Many items of general interest, but 
of a lesser degree of importance were 
also carried out, such ‘as advertising 
the City’s free auto camping ground, 
the placing of parking signs, the 
Board’s assistance to the Agriculture 
Short Course and other details too 
numerous to mention. Several hun- 
dreds of enquiries of every nature 
from all parts of this continent, as 
well as Great Britain and Buropean 
countries, were dealt with. Ten gen- 
eral and six Board meetings were held 
during the year. While I regret to re- 
port a considerable falling off in mem- 
bership, I would respectfully point 
out that we allowed partnership mem- 
bership and from results, I am obliged’ 
to recommend for the future that 
these be disallowed. Another depar- 
ture was made during thé past year 
in the granting of complimentary 
membership to one member of each of 
the nearby U.F.A. Locals. Several 
Locals apparently appreciated — this 
courtesy, as they were regularly and 
ably represented, and I am fully con- 
vinced that a better understanding 
exists to-day between the town and 
country meeting jointly in this way, 
which allows each to get the other 
fellow’s viewpoint and learn his prob- 
lems, J trust that these U.F.A. Locals 
will be granted the same privilege for 
the New Year and that their repre- 
sentatives will regularly attend and 
thereby cement more closely the com- 


munity spirit, which is so necessary |’ 


if urban and rural centres are to con- 
‘tinue to progress together. 

The get-acquainted special trip 
made by about thirty members of the 
Board and a number of Western offi- 
cials of the Canadian National Rail- 
way to all ‘towns west to Nordegg was 
‘a great success. While some of the 
smaller places evidently did not con- 
sider it important enough to get into 
closer touch ‘with us, nevertheless we 
were glad to plead their cause with 
satisfactory results so far. Rocky 
Mountain House and Noardegg did: 
themselves proud. At our destina- 
tion we were royally entertained at a 
citizens’ banquet, and the: next morn- 
ing were shown over the great coal 
mines ‘whose untold wealth is now 
being opened up. The finest spirit 
possible existed between tthe. business 
men of these two centres and Red 
Deer and I think an _ opportunity 
should be sought -thlat would enable 
us to reciprocate in a like manner and 
cereny become still: better acquaint- 
ed. : 

The proposed extension of the C.N. 
R. “S” line north and south of here 
has received considerable attention 
of the permanent committee appointed 
over a year ago for the advancement 
of this line, with myself as secretary. 
The questionaire and forms for the 
securing of all necessary data, espec- 
ially with reference to farm produce, 
were distributed to a resident of every 
township tthrough which this proposed 
ling would traverse. While many 
forms have been returned, still the list 
ig incomplete. A deputation will 
meet Sir Henry Thornton tomorrow in 
Edmonton and lay before him this 
newly-gathered information. I feel 
that this Board should continue to 
press for the building of this line, as 
it would appear that our claims are: 
legitimiate. 

While we were not successful in 
securing the building of a courthouse 
and Provincial Police quarters com- 
bined, I have reason to believe that 
this Board should again press their 
claims on the Provincial Government 
this year. 


Before concluding this report, I

of citizens 'and members of this Board 
who so loyally stood behind the com- 
munity project and brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion the erection of that 
beautiful war memorial. The citizen- 
ship of this community is measured 
by the outsider by the interest shown 
and the spirit that actuated our citi- 
zens in Ithe erection of this monument. 

Finally I wish to publicly thank Mr. 
G. W. Smith, M.P.P., for the ever 
ready ‘and prompt assistance he has 
rendered this Board during his tenure 
of office as Provincial member. He 
has gone to Edmonton on several oc- 
casions at the request and in the 
interests of the Board, and I am sure 
that you all greatly appreciate his 
wholehearted assistance and co-oper- 
ation. 

To Commissioner Stephenson, our 
secretary for the past three years, our 
lest thanks should be ttendered. Per- 
conally speaking, I am ‘aware that you 
have to be closely associated with 
him to fully appreciate his worth. 
He is always ready and willing to 
carry out the wishes of the Board.

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WESTERN STATES 
SUFFERING JUST 
SAME AS ALBERTA 


Coast Cities Replete With Unemploy- 
ed and Dissatisfied Population Is 
Reetless 


Croakers in Calgary who are 
“srousing” ‘over hard (financial times 
need to take a trip down through the 
Western United States, according to 
Archie Nimmo, well-known tailor of 
Calgary, and they would find that 
conditions there are precisely thé 
same as in Western Canada. Mr. 
Nimmo recently returned from an 
extensive trip through the states of 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho and Mon- 
tana. When asked whether condi- 
tions there, as so commonly reported, 
are’better than in Alberta, Mr. Nimmo 
said: 

“They are just the same, exactly 
the, same as here. In fact,” went on 
Mr: Nimmo, “some of the areas in 
the: states of Montana and Idaho are 


fin @ good deal worse shape than we | 


ever were. In some parts of Mon- 
tana, school teachers are walking 
around with cheques in thet pockets 
which they'!cannot cash, and _ the 
schools are closed. I saw with my 
own eyes, hundreds of acres of 
orchards in Idaho with the apples 
rotting on the ground because, in the 
first place, cars could not be obtained 
to move the fruit, and in the second, 
the prices were not sufficient to pay 
the costs of packing and transporta- 
tion . 
Conditions Allke in West 


“In the same way, I saw acres and 
acres of potatoes remaining undug 
because the price would not pay for 
their digging and marketing. Speak- 
ing,in general terms, conditions «re 
much the same throughout the entire 
west—all the states of the west are 
going through the same depressing 
effects of reconstruction that afflicts 
the. rest of the world. You hear a 
lot about people leaving Canada and 
going to Los Angeles and other Call- 
fornia citics. Well, I met many 


Se 


persons returning from Los Angeles 
to the middle western states, dis- 
appointed over their experience in 
looking for better business conditions 
on the coast. 

“Take it from me,” went on Mr. 
Nimmo, “no person established _ in 
Calgary can do better than to stick 
tight here and dig in his own garden. 
There is the city'of Spokane, Wash- 
ington, for instance. It is a fine look: 
ing city, and on the surface appears 
to be fairly prosperous. But a little 
investigation quickly discloses that 
they are suffering just the same as we 
are. Spokane is the big jobbing and 
distributing centre for much of East- 
etn Washington, Idaho and Montana, 
and the city has been hit hard by the 
depression in the agricultural reg- 
fons and small towns tributary to it. 


_ Conditions Bad on Coast 

“In Portland, Ore., on the coast, 
there are hundreds of unemployed 
walking the streets. - The cify is 
holding out the hope that most of the 
unemployed will be absorbed in the 
next three or four months after the 
usual number of floaters ‘have left. 
One reason for the conditions there 
is that many people went to Port- 
land in the anticipation of a world’s 
fair which they were talking of in 
that city for 1925. But after inves- 
tigation by a commission, which went 
‘to Europe, it was decided that to at- 
tempt to hold such a fair in 1925, ‘in 
view of pnesent world conditions, 


would be_ folly. The cities of 
Seattle and Tacoma, Washington, I 
found equally quiet. 

“Take the itowns sof Vancouver, 


Washington, Walla Walla, Washing- 
ton; Pendelton, ‘Ore.; and The Dalles 
—all good lively business centres 
normally but all now suffering from 
acute financial depression. They 
will come back, of course, but w:::' 
I am telling you is that they ‘re 
even worse off than we are. Ii is 
the height of folly for any one to ?m- 
agine that they are going to better 
their business affairs by transferring 
themselves to any city in the West- 
ern United States just now. ‘1 know 
for I have been watching conditions 
down there carefully for many weeks 
in different places. ‘ 

“Further, there is great unrest 
among the large number of unemploy- 
ed, especially in the Pacific coast cit- 
fes of the Btates.

‘This is a terrible 
country,’ she said to me, ‘and I wish 
we had never left St. Louis.’ I told 
her to remember that ‘the country 
was going through the reconstruction 
-ariod and that it would ba all right 
in a year or two. But when one’gets 
vack to Calgary after such a° trip, 
‘they realize that we have a pretty 
good country and a live city, after 
all, and we are just as well off, {f not 
better, than any other city in the 
west, whether the United States or 
Canada.

“As a matter of fact, 1 would say 
that perhaps ‘the best conditions I 
found anywhere were in the eastern 
section of British Columbia ‘where 
most of the towns are fairly prosper- 
ous.

The death of King Constantine o 
Greece ‘comes after a series of trying 
experiences which the former ruler of 
the Hellenes has undergone, begin- 
ning with the outbreak of the world 
war. 

Constantine was forced off the 
throng ‘of Grevce by the allies in 
1917 “fter he had successfully resist: 
ed numerous attempts to bring Greece 
into the war on the side of the al- 
lies. In exile until after the war's 
close, Constantine was called hack 
to Greece in 1920 and resumed the 
‘throne. Under his renewed reign 
Greece plunged into the war with Tur. 
key in Asia Minor, Constantine per 
senally going to the front at. one 
period of the campaign. 

Last fall came tthe disaster to the 
Greek forces in Asia Minor, speedily 
followed by the revolution in Greece 
which again swept Constantine off the 
throne. He abdicated and retired to 
Italy and has been making ‘this home 
recently at; Palermo.

Moose Jaw:—After being in the 
employ of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway for forty years, William 
Pascoe, locomotive engineer, of this 
city, has retired, at the age of 66 
years. Mr. Pascoe joined the Moose . 
Jaw roundhouse staff in 1882. The 
following year he was promoted to 
fireman, and shortly after handled 
the shovel on the first Trans-Canada 
train, over the Moose Jaw-Medicine 
Hat division. In 1887, Mr. Pascoe 
was placed on the “hog- head’ ’side 
of the engine, and handled the 
throttle on the first locomotive that 
hauled a passenger train from Moose 
Jaw to North Portal. 

Mr. Pascoe was one of the first to 
homestead in the Moose Jaw district, 
and after leaving his home in North 
Dorchester, Ont., he travelled to the 
end of the’ steel, then at Winnipeg, 
and completed his journey to this 
district by means of an ox cart. The 
lure of the railroad was too strong 
for Mr. Pascoe, and he abandoned his 
homestead to enter the employ of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany shortly afterwards, when the 
steel had reached Moose Jaw.
